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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because the non-descript boxes of Fig. 1 H must be 
appropriately labeled. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If 
a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the 
replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered 
and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date 
of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or 
"New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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3. Claims 1-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It is not clear what the phrase, "...each of at least some [emphasis added] of the 
signals. . ." connotes (lines 5 and 6 of claim 1 ). It is unclear, for example, how this 
phrase differs from reciting that at least some of the signals have a target temporal 
relationship, or that each of the signals has a target temporal relationship. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

5. Claims 1,3-5, 7, 8, 12, 13, 16-20, 23-25, 35, 41-43, 46 and 47 are rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kirkpatrick et al. (Pat. No. 6,480,743). 

Regarding claim 1 and claims with related limitations, Kirkpatrick et al. disclose a 
method for treating a neural condition (col. 1, lines 11-16), comprising: positioning an 
electromagnetic transmitter 110 within transmission range of a target neural population; 
and transmitting a series of electromagnetic signals from the electromagnetic 
transmitter to the target neural population (see for example the text abridging cols. 5 
and 6), so that each of at least some of the signals has a target temporal relationship to 
a corresponding one of a series of discharges from the target neural population (see for 
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example col. 13, lines 25-35), wherein the corresponding discharges are or would be 
transmitted by the neural population absent the signals (since at least some of the 
discharges represent abnormal sensed activity prior to stimulation, the discharges are 
or would be transmitted by the neural population absent the signals). 

Regarding claims 3, 4 and 8, note col. 22, lines 30-54. 

Regarding claim 5, note the text abridging cols. 5 and 6. 

Regarding claim 13, note col. 1, lines 19-29. 

Regarding claims 18-20, note col. 21, lines 1-17 and biphasic waveform 728. 
Regarding claims 23 and 24, note the text associated with electrodes 412, 414, 
416 and 418. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kirkpatrick et al.. 

Regarding claim 14, while Kirkpatrick et al. do not explicitly refer to the detection 
of muscle activity, it is taught that it is known to detect muscle movements in order to 
determine a clinical onset of seizures (see col. 2, line 57-67). Clearly those of ordinary 
skill in the art would have considered the detection of muscle activity in order to 
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determine seizure onset to be in the very least obvious to try. One would reasonably 
expect such a system to provide successful indication of neurological abnormalities 
because muscle activity is well associated with tremors and seizures. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 2, 6, 9-1 1 , 1 4, 1 5, 21 , 22 and 26-28 would be allowable if rewritten to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. Claims 36-40, 44 and 45 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

1 0. Claims 29-34 and 48-59 are allowed.
